Hon. J@nes McMullen Says Conser- 
vative Policy Lacks Maturity and 
is too Radical—Pays Tribute to 
Premier and Minister of Interior— 
Discusses Crops. 


Few visitors to the Capital of Al- 
berta speak in more enthusiastic and 
hopeful terms of the future of Edmon- 
ton than Hon. James MeMullen, ot 
Mount Forest, Ontario, Senator Me- 
Mullen was for a long period a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons and 
during the period when the Liberals 
were in opposition was one of the 
most forceful and versatile debaters in 
the House. During the last few 
years he has paid a visit to the West 
onee or twice a year and has proved 
his faith in the eountry and in Ed. 
monton by extensive investments, 

Senator McMullen’s object in the 
present visit to Edmonton is to at- 
tend to some business which he en- 
tered into during his last visit, fou 
months ago. While in the West he 
will look into the interests of the 
Dominion Life Insurance Co.,of which 
he is the vice-president. He is ac 
companied by his son and Fred Hal- 
stead, superintendent of agencies for 
the county of Waterloo, 

Senator McMullen came to Edmon- 


ton over the C. N. R, and remarked | 
to a Bulletin. representative that 
noted a marked improvement in thé 


roadbed since his last visit a few 
months ago. Speaking of the crops, 
he stated he was pleasantly disap- 


pointed to find that the crops were in 
a much better condition than he ex- 
pected or had been reported in some 
quarters, Cutting was about 
quarters done. He expressed it as hi: 
opinion that as the country opened up 
all danger of all early frosts would 
Pass away as had been the cas¢ in the 
best portion of Ontario today. 

Speaking of life insurance Senator 
MeMullen stated that the business of 
the Canadian companies had increas- 
ed this year. The investigation by 
the government into the insurance sit- 
vation in the United States had tend- 
ed to strengthen confidence in the 
methods, stability and probity of the 
Canadian companies. ‘The history of 
Canadian life stock companies is a 
most creditable one,” said Senator 
McMullen. “Not one of them has 

- failed to meet its matured obligations 
in fifty years.”

To Be Raised For Treasure, 

London, Sept. 26—A romantic search 
for treasure ‘and epecie valued at 
nearly $5,000,000 is about to be made 
by a pnivate London syndicate, which 
proposes to salve the fleet sunk in the

Harold Begbie Writes Entertainly 
in the London Chronicle—Can- 
ada’s Strength Her Happiness. 


The gentle- reflective and gsentimen- 
tal traveller from the Old World, as 
he journeys across the intolerable dis- 
tances of Canada, becomes gradually 
conscious of three separate voices, 
Tiere is the voice of the people, the 
voice éf the politicians, and the voice 
of the land itself. This trinity ‘of 
tongues makes a new and thoughtful 


misse in his soul, It geta the tide 
of his soliloquies, and governs the 
labyrinthine wanderings of his 


dréams. It is a music which perme- 
ates and satirites the soul, and one 
to whose rhythm all his future reflee- 
tiotis will march to the camp fires of 
death. 
The Voice of the People. 

First, because it is so strange to Eu- 
ropean ears, and because it is so full 
of the hues of dawn, the glad, cold 
freshness of mountain air and the 
dance of summer sunlight on rejoicing 
waters, give ear to the language of the 
people, It is the language of hope, 
the Janguage of a youthful people set- 
ing forth with songs to adventure, dis- 
cover and win, The barefoot mudlark- 
ing boy, tishing on the river bank, the 
deep-chested Lumber Jack singing in 
the jorest, the pirl laughing in the 
scented orchard, and the bearded 
Scots settler driving his plough acrose 
the virgin prairie, speak to their souls 
in this comiortable Mnguage of hope, 
There js scare a man breathing Cana- 


dian air who does net dream of for- 
tune, Certainly, for no man here is 
lie rutted and grooved and hedged 


about as in Kngiand. He can throw 
down fh task today to cat good fare 
with other tools to-morrow. His strong 
arms are the desite of capital, and he 
serves cipital only to lay up for him- 


seli treasure enough to become him 
elf 4 master man. Ip this high- 
hearted young world the fear of dis- 
miseal, the menace of old age, the 


monotony of a life’s servitude, tyran- 
nize and iright no strong-limbed wo- 
man’s gon, From every province 
comes the despairfal ery of capital for 
the broad backs and swinging arms ot 
labor. The proud literature of every 
province is the story of men who be- 
gin with nothing and live presently 


with the flourish of prosperity, Every 
morning the nation opens its windows 
to the surprise of a new dawn and a 


fuller horizon. There is no veil across 
the face of speculation, and no em- 
bargo laid on dreame The driver of 
a rig, by a lucky deal in real estate, 
may become a millionaire, 

This is the language of the peoyle, 
the happy language of hope. He who 
gives ear to it, and ponders it, learns 
to think new thoughts concerning The 
land laws of England, For the joy of 
Canada and the strength of Canada 
lie in the free unhampered happiness 
of her countny, people, her fruit farm- 
ers, stockkeepers and wheat growers 


—who own the land they serve. Life 
is good in Canada because to the 
poor of her children hope sings a 


madrigal in the fields and fortune 
blows a clarion from the dawn of her 
mountain tops 

Voice of the roliticians. 

The language of the politicians is 
the fangnage of problems. Here, as 
in the Mother Country, there are pro 
bicms big and threatening, Here, aa 
in the Old Country, the threat comes 
not from the dregs of an unemploy- 
but from an aristocracy of 


able mass, 

labor, from hard thinking and reso- 
lute workmen, determined to control 
the nation’s policy. The language of 
tho who threaten is not always a 
wise one, and seldom is it beautiful 
with sweetness and light, It is often 
the language of a hectoring 
aml godless selfishness, the lan- 
guage of men who care nothing 


for refinement and learning, and who 
measure all existence by the standard 
of a workman's wage. They oppose 
the coming to their boundless shores 
of good and workless men from that 
Mother Country whose sword got ior 
us all the goodly tind of Canada, 
and whose navy protects the present 
denizens from an instant destruction. 
It is the language Dives in cor- 
duroy, of narrowness, ef 2 loud and 
an irreligious selfishness; but it is the 
langunge of which capita! itself has 
spelled the lexicon, <A brutal ‘and a 
selfish capital is the enemy of society. 
The industrial pepulation in this 
-country—unfortunately, and to the 
shame of British findnee, employed 
largely by American capital — are 
fighting a natural battle for high 
wages against employers whom they 
caniot trust, Tell them that Canada 
pleads from the St. Lawrence to the 
islands round about Vancouver for the 
salvation of development, and they 
retort that the capitalist is not clam- 
oring for labor, but for cheap labor. 
The capitalist they regard as their en- 


emy, And yet, with protection to 
help them, here is a population little 
more than that of London. scattered 


over a territory only a little less vast 
than the whole of Europe, shoving 
with ill its might its shoulder against 
the sea-gates of this new and all But 
empty continent, to keep out not only 
Asintic labor, but the poor little over- 
plus of labor from the protecting 
Mother, Country. 

The language of the politicians is 
the language of probletiis, The sdél- 
oons, the riflroad wWaggons, the lake 
and river steamers, the barbers’ shops 
and the Joungés of hotels hum with 
the controversy of men consuihed with 
the business of political tconomy.

Increditable Cruelties Imposed by 
Officers of Norwegian Sailing 


Vessel. 
Campbelltown, N.B., Sept. 26 
From Bonaventure comes a tale — of 


cruelty that would seem increditable 
but for the testimony of eye witnesses. 
The victim a young German and 
his oppressors were, it is alleged, 
Captain K. 8. Kristianson, of a Nor- 
wegian barque, and the first mate 
who arrived at Bonaventure on 
September Ist and finished loading on 
September 18. The cruelties came un- 
der the observation of Stevedore 
Gallagher and his men. One morn- 
ing they found the boy tied to a 
ring bolt on the dock Both = his 
hands and feet were tied and he 
could searcely move He was kept 
in this position for a day, it al- 
leged. and the only food handed him 
consisted of burned crusts and water 
He told the steward that the men had 
thumped his head against the deck 
and it had driven him mad. The boy 
was taken, bound as he was, and 
lowered over the side of the vessel, 
dipped several times into the water, 
and at length brought out more dead 
than alive On another oceasion the 
iron bar chase the boy up through the 
longshore man #aw a man with an 
rigging, the boy all the while seream- 
ing in a terrified manner. Baring his 
neck and shoulders the boy showed 
Oswald Smith, of Campbelltown, and 
others, marks which he said had been 
inflicted by the mate with a red hot

Fort atchewan, Sept The 
buffalo at Elk Island park are in fine 
condition for the coming winter. 
Many. old timers in this community, 
who funted the bison in the — early 
days, and who saw the herd when it 
arrived from Montana last June, ex- 
press surprise at the way the ani- 
mals have thriven in their new bome, 
Contrary to the opinions expressed by 
some not one buffalo has died since 
the herd was put in the park. 

Sergt. Sweetapple, of the R, N. W. 
M. P. at Fort Saskatchewan, hae 
made an examinatiou of the herd, and 
reported their health was good, and 
that there was no mange

The buffaloes are not so wild as 
when they were first put im. Mr. 
Simmons, who is in cAarge of the 
park is able; along with his assis- 


tants, to ride among them with safety 
and without alarming them But 
should a stranger ride up they flee 
to the timber at once. The three buf- 
faloes that escaped when they were 
first put into the park are still at 
large, and have been occasionally scen 
at various points in the vicinity of 
the park all summer, though repeat 
ed attempts to capture them have 
failed, The young calf that was tak- 
en by Mr. Acton, of Lamont, to raise, 
has grown well, and is now with its 
ellows inthe park. It is quite tame and 
may be often seen loitering around 
the keeper's tent 

At present there are a iew elk in the 
park, and it is the intention of Frank 
Walker, who has taken a prominent 
part in organizing the park, to have 
a drive and beat the bush south of 
the Saskatchewan river and secure a 
number of moost and elk. It is ex- 
pected that 200 horses will be in the 
lrive, extending along a line of front 
fifty miles, The drive will be under 
the direction of Mr. Simmons. 

The caretaker’s house is under con- 
struction and commands a fine view of 
the park and lake, The island in the 
lake is much talked of as a suitable 
summer resort for the citizens of the 
Garrison Town, and also of the Capi 
tal City,
